Gentlemen of the Senate 
and of the House of Representatives i 


You have been convencd by the operation of law, to discharge thy 
responsible trusts, whieh have been delegated te you by your vonstit- 
tents. To esaet laws for the corernmeut of the people, and to pro- 
tes. ane guroni the interest of the Mate, are duties rarely exempt wets 
sapnus ities and embarrassment, aud which are not unfrequenty €r- 
anced by previens legisintion, founded on theeries which kove utter!: 
led in practice. Tue deranged state of our finances, caused maluly 

ou miudicous system of banking upon bosrewed espital aud the 
ssequiert livad of publie debt ineurred by the State, has hereteiore 
wadueed, as was naturally to be expected, a dcop and even paints 
apprehension in the publicmind. That many of these apprehensions 
have, to come considerable extent, been justly quieted by the judicious 
and salutary aetion of the two last Legislatures, I am gyatified to be- 
lieve. In addressing you therefore, as the legally constituted and orga- 
nized representatives of a free people, I renew my congratulations at 


the comparatively favorable auspices, under which you have just 
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assembled. Much however, remains yet to be done, by your honora- 
ble bodies, to put the State upon that fira and stable basis, in dis- 
charging her public debt, both on account of her own character and 
_ eredif, as well as that’ of her patriotic citizens. In performing that 
duty, Iam satisfied that none, buta favorable response, will be heard 
irom your constituents; and.no reward is more ample, or can better 
compensate a public seryant than the reflection that he has been sus- 
tained by his constituents, in having faithfully discharged a high public 
trust committed to his charge. 

During the past season, our people have enjoyed their usual portion 
of health, and under the smiles of a beneficent Providence, the soil 
has yielded a fair reward for the labor and toil of our citizens Fer 
which blessings, and all others we enjoy, we should acknowledge our

The vast extent of 
vitory, over which it is necessary to travel, to enable them to ex- 
mine the lands, and the small compensation allowed for their services, 
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disineline competent individuals, to take upon themselves, the discharge 
of the duties required of commissioners. I recommend, therefore, that 
the compensation allowed commissioners for valuing Real Estate, own- 
ed by the Banks, situated aut of the State, be increased to such an 
amount, as your wisdom may think just. 
There is no provision made for disposing of the Real Estate owned 
by the Banks, which has been offered for sale, and not sold ; unless alt 
the forms and requirements of the first sales are observed in offering it 


for sale a-second time, and such a proceeding is not only tedious and - 


expeusive, but { consider wholly timecessary. I recommend, that in 
all cases, where Reni Estate held by any of the Banks has been offered, 
and not sold, the President and Directors be authorized to dispose of it 
on the best terms practicable ; requiring in all cases three-fomths of the 


amount for which it was valued, and the same terms of paymentas _ 


now required by law at public sales of such property, owned by the 
Barks, nuless two or more persons desire to purchase the same proper- 
ty, in which evest it should be sold tothe highest bidder. 

in many counties I understand, State, County, and in some instances, 
corporation faxes are assessed and collected, on the Real Estate, 
owed by the Banks. The money arising from the sales of these lands 
isto be applied to the payment of our State debt, which should, of 
colirs2, exempt it from every species of taxation ; and I recommend 
the passage ofa law fully exempting all the Real Estate, keld by the 
State Banks from taxation of every kind. 

How to sepirate from the Bauks the money arising from the sale ef 
the sixteenth sec ions, and to safely invest the funds when thes sepi- 
rated, aie questions not altogether free from embarrassment. The liqui- 
dation and nal seitlen.ent ofall matters connecied with the Banks, if 
naldisposed of now, will af no very remote period, render legiskuion en 
the sibject of the school funds imperative. ‘The lands from which that 
fund has accrued, were placed vader the control and guardianship df the 
iseneral Assembly 4 not only for the present generation, but for the 
benefit alse, of these who are to succeed us. Too much prudence and 
eantion therefore, cannot. be observed, in making a disposition cf that 
fund, soas to preserve inviolate the principal. The interest or profits 


arising therelrom, are all the present generation have aright to enjoy. 


The amount of that debt, now on deposite is certainly a debt against the 
Siale, as much so as any other State lisbility. To pay the whole amount 
of that fund now held by the Banke, to the commissioners of the several 
townships, fam satisfied, would be extremely «hazardous, and would 
greatly jeopardize its safety. That the funds committed io the custody 
and control cf the commissioners, would, in many instances, be saleiy 
kept, an:l judiciously managed, [have but Hie doubt. But that a total 
loss would be the inevitable result, with no inconsiderable amount of the 
fund thus disposed of, I am equally well-assured. - Another obstacle, in 
disposing of that fund in this form, is the want of meansom the part of 
the State to discharge the liability, she has thus-incurred, consistently 
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with her equally sacred J obligations to pay the interes! annetally aerruing 
on her State bsads, The redeemed depreciated Bank bills, canget be re.

the ins'iiution; the large amount of unsettled, confused and deranged busi- 


ness of the Bank, and the great necessity of obtaining the services of gentle- 
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men of acknowledged businéssqualifications; I think it ‘will be but obser¥- 
ing tree economy in fixing the salaries sufficiently high to command the. 
services of sich individuals as. may be in every way qualified for the dia- 
charge of those duties. The salary of the Cashier of thai Bank, I think 
also too low. I therefore recommend, that the salaries of the President, 
Directors and Cashier, be increased to such sum as your wisdom may 
think recsosable any just. _ 

Oor Stale Prison isentitled to, and I am satisfied, will share a portion 
of your attentioa. Fhesystem has but very recently been adopted by 
the State, and there likely wil be no period of its future existence, when 
it will require more of the fostering eare of the General Assembly than 
at-its commencement. On the fourteenth of October Jasi, the row of 
wooden work-shops on the south side of the prison, connected with the 
tan-yard, was destroyed by fire. The inspectors made an investigation, 
with a*view to learn the source from which the fire proeeeled, but have | 
been unableio ascertain the cause. So far as | have been able to learn, 
the offivers ate all exempt from any charge of negligence. The proba- 
ble lets to the institution will be made kgown to 30u by the Board of 
jaspeciers in their annual report. Pthink that there should. be 
more Checks in the manner of keeping accounts, in the purchase of arti- 
cles, atid the sale of those manufectured, as well as in the receipt and dis- 

-bursemeats of money, thaù would now seem to be required by daw, or- 
are practised at the Eastitution ; and } recommend the passage of an act, 
requiring books to be kept by different departmentsin the prison, and in 
such form that one set wil] be a check and control upon the other.. 

Qz the fifteenth day of February last, -the former Warden drew from 
the Branch Bank at Montgomery, the eight thousand doitars eppropria- 
ted by the last Legislature, for the support of the Penitentiary for the 
current year; and applied the money es I am informed, tothe payment 
of debts previously existing agatust the iastilution. When the present 
iacumbent, therefore, entered upos the dischafge of his duties, he found 
himself destitute of funds to purchase materials to give. employment, a8 
well ss support to the convicts. The condition ia whichthe Peniten- 
tiary was thus brought to my notice, caused me no little embarrassment ~ 
as to the course best to be parsued. I could see no course. presenting 
fewer difficulties, than to purchase on a credit such materials as might be _- 
essential to give employment to the convicts, as-wellss food, clothing, 
&e., for their support. ‘Ta the mean time, I deemed it prudent to ad- 
vance as much as couid belpared out of the contingent fond. 1 areor- 
dingly paid ovet to the Warden one thousand dollars put of that fond, 
and instructed him to purchase-the necessary raw materials, and other 
necessary articles which might be required at the prison, on a ¢redil, 

under the control and sanction of the Inspectors, In this manner tle 
prison has been supported for ihe present year. Iam satisfied ibat such - 

- porlion of the accounts of the current year, as may- be arouched by the 
Warden and Inspectors, will be found to be‘ just, and the General As- 
sembly will, E trast, provide fortheir pryment. 
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{Ho not believe that.as.the law now exists, the Warden a the Tasper- - 
tors, or both together, have the right tọ create debis ágainst the Peniter- 
tiary. Debts thascreatet, aithonch not so ia form, can be regarded in 
ne other light than as due from the State. The right thas to bind the 
State, would be an olsrming power to delegate te any one individual, or 
set of men, no matter how exalted or how pure, J understand, however, 
the practice has been heretofore, to contract debis sgainst the Peniten- 
tary for articles purchaseds and I recommend, that in fature, it be ex- 
pressiy prohibited by law. The custom has been, and to some consid- 
erable extent is now, to sell articles which have been manefactured at - 
the prison on a credit. I consider the whole system of credits in a State 
Prison decidediy wrong, in whatever form it may be practiced. The 
cash system, at prices sufficiently low to insure ready sales of all arti- 
cles manufactured, I regard as the true system in an institution like 
ours, ind I recommend its adoption. 

During the present year 1 have occasionally visited the Penitentiary, 
and onthe twenty-eighth of October, made the annual visit required by 
law. The convicts, with but very few exceptions, seem to have enjoyed 
good health; and the interior of the prison, except the scene of the re- 
cent burning, presented the appearance of neatness and order, I om 
satisied, however, that important modifications must be made in the 
laws and rules by which the prison is sow governed; requiring a more 
implicit obedience on the part of the convicts, as wellas a more rigid 
discipline in the government of the institution, before it will fully resl- 
ize the just expeciationsof the people of the State. 

Estimates of the probable amount which will be required for the sup- 
port of the Penitentiary for the ensuing year, will be found in the report 
of the inspectors, which will shortly be laid before your honorable 
bodies, 

Phe organization of our Chancery Courts is considered defective in 
many cf its provisions, and as the system now exists, ig not satisfactory 
to either the suitors, the bar, or the people generally. The kind of liti- 
gation cognizable in that Court, is mast usually, from its nature, sufficient 
tardy, without impeding its progress, as is now alone, in having but one 
term of the Court during the year. | Thereare also otherdefects, which 
I am sure will readily arrest your attention, by a serating of the present 
sysiem; bat which the limits of this communication will not permit me 
to notice in detail. The imporiance of this Court, it being the only 
Caurt in «whieh relief can be obtained after all comman law remedies 
have failed, will I trast, eommend the revision of the Chancery system 
to the favorable consideration of the General Assembly. 

The Hantsville Branch Bank has paid Bonds due in one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-two, farty-four, and sixty-three, amounting in ali 
to the sum of two hundredand nineteen thousand dollars, which are naw on 
deposite in the State Bank. No provision was made by the General Ás- 
sembly at their last session lor their destruction. H will thercfore te, 
the duty of your Honorable bodies, to ditect in what way, end by whom,

they shall be destroyed, A similar provision should also ke made for 
the destruction of the old Bonds falling due this year, and for which the 
new pones have been substituted. | 

. AN the information that will be required in future from the Banke, 

-can be readily furnished I think, by-the officers or other agents, and the 
necessity for the annual appointment of commissioners, has J am well 
satisfied, ceased to exist: Sntertsining this opinion, and being anxious 
to avoid all unnecessary expense, incident to the managemeat of the 
Banks, I recommend to your honorable bodies, to repeal the law re- 
quiring the appointment of commissioners to examine the State Bank 
sud Branches 

Since you last assembled, I have received from the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, a standard of weights and measures; and 
it will be the duty of the General Assembly to direct what disposition is 
te be made of them. ` 

i mast again bring to the notice of the General Assembly, the im- 
mense number cf special acts of the Legislature, as compared with those 
of amore general characie The numerous special acts adopted at 
every session, conferring rights or privileges desired, are perhaps essen- 
tial in many instances te those who seek them; but I am well satisfied, 
that the same rights or privileges, could be conferred by some general 
laiv, without requiring Legisiative interference in every Instence. Con- 
ferring on married women the rights of feme soles, and constituting 
them free dealers, is a power, that could with great propriety, be safely 
trusted to our Courts of Chancery. Incorporating small towns and vH- 
lages, commercial and manufaciuring companies; establishing toll-gates 
and ferries, as well as numerous other subjects, purely local and special 
in their character, have heretofore, engaged no small portien of the time 
of previous Legislatures, and contributed also, to increase the ordinary 
expense of legislation. { entertain no doubt that in the-tinve oecupied 
in passing many of the special acts annually published, with which cur 

- pamphlet copies abound, some general law could have bten perfected, 
delegating to some of the judicis} tribunals ef the State, ali fhe power 
which would be necessary to confer any, or all of those rights or privi- 

 leges. In delegating such powers to any tribunal, the corporate rights 
or other privileges, as well as the amount of property to be held, should 
be resirictéd withjn certain jimits; and the Legislature should expressly 
reserve the right to revuke or repeal any charter or privileges, whenever. 
it might be deemed proper to do so. 1am satisfied thal such a policy by 
avoiding 2 great deal of unnecessary legislation, will exempt your hone- 
rable bodies from no litle labor, and diminish greatly the ordinary ex- 
penses of the session. — us as 

Another subject worthy of reflection, and which connot. fail to arrest 
your attention, is the instabiliiy and ` short duration heretofore ef 
sngny general laws enacted by the Legislature. Laws enacted, and re- 
garded by cue Legislature the most wholesome and salutary, after hay- 
ing engaged their deliberate £onsideration in perfecting them, are not 
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unfrequentiy repealed by the next-General Assembly; andin some in- 
stances sfiter so brief an existence; that many, were scarcely conscious 
af their enactment, until after they were repesied. This arises mainly, as I 
hav: long since been coavineed, from the changes of Representation, 
growing out of Gur annualsessions of the General Assembly No cne 
cn yield a greaterdeference to constitutional law than myself,and I only 
avow what I really feel, when I say that | have an unaffected reluctance 
tg altempt the change or modification of a fundamental Law. But my 
convictions lang entertained, are so decided in favor of bieanisl, instead 
of annual sessions of ibe General Assembly, that I consider it an impera- 
tive duty, fo bring the sabject to your notice. At the commencement of 
our State Government, and fora series of years subsequeft to that period, 
the necessity for an annual sessions, may be readily conceded; but 
that necessity I am entirely convinced, has ceased to exist. The time 
necessarily intervening between biennial sessions, will afford the people - 
a hatter opportunity to test the utility and operation of their Laws. 
Anather and by no means an inconsiderable indycement te such a change 
of our Constitution, is the yast saving to the people in avoiding the annu- 
al expenses incident to Lhe session. — 

it cannot have eseaped your observation that for the last few years, 
there has ben, and is now, an inereasing sentiment in the public miad ia 
favor of this modification in our Constitution, Strengthened in my own 
coavietioas by that belief, and believing that the people are anxious to 
manifest their determination on the subject, Ireeommend to your Hon- 
arable badies, ta propose. to the qualified volersin the form required by 
that instrument,a change of the Constitution, soas to have biennial in- 
stead ofaunual sessions of the General Assembly. No evil or embar- 
rasement, ean possibly result in testing in this ferm, the public mind on 
the sublect. Ha majority of the people are opposed to the proposed 
change, they will in the form prescribed, at onceselttle the question, 

The debt due the Banks, when we consider the amount, is a subject 
of paramount importance, in the preseat affairs of the Stale. With a 
view, therefore, to afford your Honorable bodies all the information that 
I could on the outstanding debt, the rate at which it has heretofore’ been 
ecliected, ss well as other mattersconnected with it and the Banks, I 
deemed it proper to. direct interrogatories lo each Board of Commission- 
ersaf the State Banks, with directions to impart all the information 
that their examinations and researches would enable them to give, and 
that their answers should form part of their anual report, all of- which 
will be isid before you, I presume, at an early period of the session. 
The act providing for the extension, of the debt due the State Bank and 
its several Branches, approved third February, eighteen hundred ani 
forty—authorizing the several Boards of Directors to take twenty per 
cant. and interesi, although not so declared in express words, evidently 
eonlemplated the payment of the debts earbraced in thé act in five years- 
irom the périod ef its adoption; what amount of that debt is still due the- 
Banks, Lam not informen, but } presume a zonsiderable portici. A 
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very large uumber, if not all of the debfs thus to.be extended; were . 
contracted in eighteen hundred and thirty-seven, and many even before ~ 


that period, and had run to maturity at the adoption of the act of eighiees- 
hundved and forty, or were to fall due shortly thereafter, Owing no 
doub! tothe then almost unprecedented embarrassinent that pervaded the 
whole country ; andin view of the reduction, in price, of not only cur 
great staple commodity, but of every species of labor, the act of eighteen 
hundred and forty authorizing the exlension of the debts due the Banks, 
was generally approved by the people. The time thug allowed for the 
payment of the debt so fay as L recollect, was all that was desired, even by 
the debtors themselyes. Phe whole history of Bank credits rarely pre- 
sents an instance where more favor and indulgence have ever been given 
than that heretofore extended, to the debtors of our State Banks, 

If the affairs of the Siate, and the condition of the Banks, would in 
the least tolerate if, ne one would be more willing than myself to see 
adopted, any system of further indulgence towards the debtors in the col- 
lection ef the debt. ‘The heavy losses which have befallen the Banks, 
eaused-in part by the system of extension heretofore, and their conse- 
quent deranged condition, have wisely,.as I conecive, induced the State 
to abandon her whole svstem of banking, In changing her policy with 
those institutions, she has, 2s a matter of necessily, been compelled jo 
resort to heavy exactions, in the form of laxes on the people, to make 
up losses which are known. te. have Befallen the Banks.. When, there- 
fore, the entire portion of her citizens, who never bave enjoyed any fa- 
vor or benefit frum the Banks, yield their means to maintain the faith 
and credit of the State, the appeal comes with more force to those wko 
have enjoyed so mach more of their favor. Larger curtailments than 
have been heretofore exacted trom those indebted to the Banks, are re- 
quired not only by the necessities of the State, but as a -means of giving 
value to, and redeeming the outstanding circulation, Heavier curtail- 
ments are also required fo enable the State to-avail herself of her means, 
and at the earliest day practicable to apply them as far as they will go, in 
extinguishing her State debt, and thereby lessening taxation on the pee- 
ple. It is not.my design to urge upon the Genera] Assembly, to require 
the entire Bank debt to be paid forthwith, or during the ensuing year. 
_ With all the pressing demands the State has for her means, Í am satisfied 


that such a policy would not be proper. i, however, recommend to the - 


Legislature to fix a definite period when the debt is to be paid, and to. 
require a muelt larger curtailment -annually, than has heretofore been, 
exatted, Both the interest of the State and the yearly expenses inci- 
dent to the liquidation of the Banks, 1 am deliberately convinced impe- 
riously requireit. ` See a 6

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faith of the State inviolate, bya prompt discharge of our pecuniary ob- 
ugaizons, as soon as they falt due.

setted in maintaining them. ‘Those whe will count the cost of.snstain- 
ing the public faith, subject themselves to the just suspicion cf being 
equally’ as caleglating in defending the public Hberty. -Fhe ingtinct 
of true patriotism isso nearly allied with the sentient of national 


ra 


honor, that to destroy the former we have only to lower the tone ofthe - 


peopie it maintaising the latter. In fact where the people are the 
real Source of power, the lofty spirit of true patriotism can never sur- 
vive the loss af individeal tenfidence in the unfarnishéd bonor of the 
government. I have mdulged in these reflections from no apprehen- 
sion that a State like ours; containing within her owti/limits all the ele- 


meuts calculated to place her in the front rank with hér sisters of the * 


*onfederacy, will ever fail tg discharge punctually her publie abilities. 
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I make these remarks merely for the purpose of pointing out the. 
merited censures which are always cermin to attach to a. people whe 
invoke the Just condemnation of the whole civilized world, in falling 
to maintain untarnished their public fait. That a large portion of the 

capital and means of the Banks, have been squandered, and are now 

forever hopelessly gone, none who are the least conversant with their 
acknowledged condition, will fora moment hesitate ta admit. In con- 
templating the disasters which have thus befallen the State in her Bani- 

ig instititious,.ail will readily acquit those ef whom we borrowed the 

money from every purdcipation in Es management, or the slightest re- 
sponsibility in any shape for the foss thus incurred by the State . The 
bondholders ia presenting in this form their just claims, are sustained 

facts so stuuborn in themselves, and so palpably in their character, 

to establish a claim fortified by every legal requisite, which ean con- 

stitate a legai and obligatory contract, from-which a patriotic and moral 

people cau Bud uo reiease short of entire payment.

I have been informed by the Secretary of the Treasufy ofthe 
United States, that the Federal Government has two thousand and 
twenty-fwo dollar and eighty-one cents, of the bills of the State Bank 
and Wrauches, ot ddpesite iu the Mobile Bank, which he proposes the 
Stale shall receive iy paymeut for that amount of the two per cent.

In my ‘former annual communications to the ‘General Assembly, 
while [have felt myself specially charged by the Constitution, to pre- 
sent my views fully and frankiy on all questions of State policy, and 
ina spirit of great freedom, but with tae nissost respect, to aceampauy 
those views with suggestions as to the legislation necessary to advance 
the public interests of onr cammon ce: tituenis; | have at all im-s 
considered myself not only at liberty, Dut reagaired as a faithful and vi- 
gilant agent of the sovereignty of the State, to present to the conside- 
ration of the representatives, my approval or condemnation of suei 
measures of the Federal Government, as irom their magnitude I bu- 
lieve greatly to affect the interest or rights uf the people of Alabama. 
To do otherwise would be, not orily te betray a enlpable indifference 
to such measures, but in most cases of strongly contested Federal po- 
liey to resign to Federal agents, powers never intended to be dele- 
gated to them, and which by the express language of the Federal Cow- 
stitution are reserved to the States respectively, or to the peaple.— 
Surely no daty cau be more imperative on the agents of State autho- 
rity, than to maintain unimpaired those undelegated powers which 
they have expressly reserved to themselves. “In fact such powers coii- 
stitute that residuary inass of authority out of which the State Govern- 
ments are themselves formed, and to concede them munhesitatingly to : 
the Federal government, is nothing shert of an abdication of all State 
government. Under this conception of my official duty, Ihave dis- 
iinci!? Heretofore mide’ known to the General Assembly (the only ar- 
ganized body to deciare the sentiments, and spedk the will, orto” pro- 
tect the rights individual or aggregate af the people of Alabama,) that 
I regarded the creation of a National Bank, g Protective Tariff, and ail 
schemes for distributing the Federal Revenue among the States, as so 
many violations of the Constitution, calculated uot merely in their ef- 
fect to extend the powers of the Federal government beyond the in- 
tention of the States which framed it, butto aperate unequally and 
mast oppressively on the people of Alabama. 


While these questions are still unsettled by the General Govern- 
ment, and opposite views of their constitutionality are entertained by 
the parties io the Federal compact, a question if possible of still 
greater magnitude than all of ‘them -as te ihe propriety of annexing 
Texas to the Union, has been presented to the consideration of the 
American people. ‘In estimating the magnitude of this question, I 
might take no note ‘here of ‘its importance in a pecuniary point of 
view; I might say nothing ef the market which will be created for 
Northern and Western products; nothing of the rich carrying trade 
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which will be opened to sur commeicial marines nothing even of the 
strong Bonds of sympathy which by countless ties of association, of 
. language, ef origin, of religion, and of bloed, uvite the people of 
Texas to tie peopie ef this country. Its great kaportance to the 
fynthern siavo holding States, is, that by adding numbers and territo- 
ry io tue weaker section of the Union, it adds security to institutions 
already asssiled, which rothing but numbersand territory can give, 


Ann zation, however, whilst if gives peace and seenrity to the South, 
gives aiso creatly increased employment to cur vast shipping interest, 
and Gpeus forever a more unrestricted and extended market for the 
products of the Bast, North and West, thereby! benefiting in a pecu- 
niary point ef view, tose portions of the Union equally if not more 

thay the Sotith. 

- En thas frankiy avewing the grounds on which I place my estimate 
of this question, I feel that I take no position of which other sections 
of the Union can jastly complain, and certainly none growing out of a 
Spirit of jealously or ill-will to the most extended prosperity of every 
portion of our common country. Iu fact, I cherish Lo theory of the 
Federali Constitution which will permit the Federal government to 
make wer on fhe institudons of the several States; aud { loek upon 
the acquisition of Texas as the more important, ander a belief that the 
instinet of sel&preservation will incline her to seek her own safety, 
uot in assaiing others, but in making common cause against auch use 
sails, 

A seareely less striking view cf the importance of aanes ation, arises 
from the cousideration that Texas cannot, nor will net much longer, 
remain in ler present position, bat that she willbe compelled to seek 
her safety in an alliance with some stronger power. If her proposi- 
tion to be admitted into the Union be finally rejected, what foresight 
dyes it reqaire to see at onee that she will at no distant period become 
in some furm closely allied to England, and in that form in which 
English wealth and ecommerce ean so indi-putably impose on her pre- 
sent weak and necessifous condition. Would England be satisfied with 
Texas? Her whole history teaches us that she would not, but that 
she wauid push her territorial acquisitions until she had supplanted the 
feeble government of Mexico, and made herself ihe unquestioned pro- 
prietor on the West as far as the Pacific, and on the South, to the Isth- 
mus of Darien. Again, I might say nothing of the consequences in e 
commercial point of view, for as important as they arg, they sink inte 
noting as compared with the higher questions of her mastering 4 çon- 
tinent, by the subjugation successively, of one free State after another, 
-until the whole should be subject to her will, That such will be the 
policy of Great Britain if she is permitted to grasp the rich boon which 
we have refused, I entertain the most thorough cenviction, and whe- 
ther or not she is ultimately to succeed,isa question; lam well satis- 
fied, that will have to be settled by the American people, - I have 
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deemed it a public duty thus to bring the subject to your notice, for the 
deliberate expression of such an opinion as to the propriety of an- 
nexation, as the wisdom of your honorable bodies -may think 
preper, ! 2 ` ' 


The deep solicitude which is so generally felt in the progress of edu- 
cation, and especially in the operations of our University imposes on 
me the duty of noticing in this communication, the present condition 
and prospects of that institution. i 

Since my official connection-with the Board of Trustees, I am satis- 
fied they have been governed by & systera of rigid economy, and have `’ 
retrenched in every item of expen:!.ture that was practicable. 

The Board at their last session, ad=pted au ordinance appropriating 
annually, all the surplus means of the “uiversity fund, after defray- 
ing the current years expenses, to the payinent of the debt owed by 
the institution, which I trust will in a reasunable time relieve the Uni- 
versity from its present heavy embarrassment. In pursuance of that ’ 
ordinance, nine thousand dollars of the debt was paid early the pre-` 
sent year, and the Board indulges the ape; that they will be able ina 
like manner, to pay annually a portion of the debt until it is fully dis- 
charged, ae 

lastance of insubordination in such a seminary, under the most fa- 
vegetis cirenmstances, are at all times to be apprehended, and a single 
saše if ine kind has recently occurred, calculated in no smali degree 
ur 2vorably to stfeci the character of the University, where its generai 
‘iscipline is fess properly appreciaizd than itis by those who hare 
marked the constani-vigilance and euergy of the present Faculty.— 
The facts of the case alluded to will of cuurse be laid before the Board 
of Trustees, and I allude to it only to express my own convictions in 
common with what I believe to be the universal sentiment of those 
acquainted with the transaction, that it was one of those acts of exces- 
Sive insubordination which often happens in the best institutions of 
our country, and which Iam satisfied no vigilance on the part of the 
present Faculty could possibly have anticipated or averted. Their 
duty consisted in applying the proper corrective placed in their hands, 
and this I doubt not will be made to appear fully to have been done. 
Notwithstanding similar acts of insubordination to which all institu- 
tions are liable, and perhaps more or less so than our own, I cannot 
close this notice without expressing the opinion that our University is 
steadily and progressively realizing the just expectations of the public, 
in the number of sober, moral, and educated young men itis annually 
sending forth, into spheres of business and usefulness, throughout the 
State. - 

Since the adjournment of your last session, the Hon. William R. 
King, so long and so favorably regarded as an, able and efficient re- 
presentative of the State of Alabama, in the Senate of the United 
States, has resigned the remaining portion of his present unexpired 
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Senatorial term. The motives for this resignation of a trust which’he 
has held to the satisfaction of his constituents from the first moment of 
our State existence, are to be found in his acceptance of ‘the higher, 
and at present the more important duties of Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the Court of France; and are consistent alike with the deepest de- 
votion to the service of the State, and to that lofty patriotism which 
surinks from no duty which the wants of a common country impose. 
in obedience to the requirements of the Constitution, l‘have supplied 
the vacancy so oceasioned in-the Senate by the appointment of the 
Hon. Dixon H. Lewis. Vacancies have also occurred since the last 
adjournment, in the office of Judge of the County Court, inthe counties 
of Lauderdale and Pike; and also in the office cf President of the . 
Branch of the State Bank of Montgomery, all of which vacancies have 
been filled as required by Law. C. E. B. Strode, Esq , has resigned 
the office of Solicitor of the seventh Judicial Cireuit; having received his 
resignation only a few days since, I have deemed it proper to leave 
the vacancy to be filled by the General Assembly. 


In conformity with the requirements of the Constitution, 1 have 
thus gentlemen, brought to your notice such subjects as in my judg- 
ment should be submitted to the consideration of the General Assem- 
bly. They are communicated with a firm belief, that if adopted, they 
will promote the interest and happiness of the people. H however, 
alli, or any portion of the views thus submitted, should not be so re- 
garded by your Honorable bodies, I shall with much pleasure, unite 
with the General Assembly in perfecting any other measures which 
their wisdom may suggest, tending as I may believe to promote the 
interest of the State. 


That peace and harmony may characterize your deliberations, and 
that your labors may equal the just expectations of the people, is my 


most anxious desire.

His courageous, generous aud noble na- 
ture; his high sense of houor aud uniform independence of character 
was proverbial—a kind neighbor, a constant friend, faithful m all the 
relations of life—such a one when torn irom his family and friends, 
is never to be forgotten; such an one is indeed a great loss to our

What shadows 
we are, fleeting, passing away! 

On Friday ! ast, Col. Busrixe was busy in performing the high duties 
entrusted to him.

Hitherto 
there has been but one pursuit, viz: the culture of cotton, In the-ear- 


lier period of our history, the high price of cotton and the fertility ofa - 


new soil, attracted hither from the older States, a rapid emigration.— 
The cultivationof cotton was then the most prosperous and profitable 
branch of agriculture; and as it paid better than wheat, tobacco, or, 
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indeed any other agrieultural product, an undue preportion of capital 
and labor, was withdrawn from the grain growing States of the North 
and North-west, and transferred to the cotton planting States of the 
South. So long as the growth of cotton was confined within the rea- 
sonable limits of consumption, it yielded a handsome profit to the plap- 
ter; and hence it has been the exclusive product of this State and os 
the cotton growing States generally, until they have become entirely 
dependent upon the cotton crop alone. For years past, the price haf 
continued to decline, and the quantity to. increase. The supply greatly 
- exceeds the demand, and is hkely to do so unless a part of the capital 
and labor, now employed in the culture of catton, can ‘he diverted to 
some other branch of industry. The over production of cotton has al- 
most renleredit unsaleable; and your comrhittee believe that the arti- 
ele from excessive production, will in a short time not be worth the ex- 
penses of its cultivation, unless means are devised to withdraw a part 
a-partof the labor and capital employed in it, to some other sources af 
wealth. The planter is reditced to a dangerons state of vassulage and 
dependance, upon foreign markets, aud foreign speculators, Ít is in 
their power to fix the price; the planter has put it ont of his power fa 
have any control ever the value of his labor, and the consequence is, 
that a general gloom pervades the whole plantiig interest. It has al- 
most destroyed itself by the competition induced by the stimulus of 
former high prices, and as planting has fallen from a profitable to a ru- 
inous business, those engaged in it must of necessity seek ont other 
employments.

The mineral resources of this State have not been developed; it is 


believed to abound in iron, lead, zinc, copper, gold, silver, &e. The 
region watered by the fallapoosa, is known to contain valuable mines 
of gold and silver, In the county of Randolph, mining is the princi- 
pal employment of its inhabitants. ‘The principal mines are Arbi- 
coochy; Pirsetucky, Ofer, Golconda, and Emuckfaw, besides others, 
which are owned by individuals. the mines afford employment to 
from three hundred to five hundred persons, and yield annually to the 
value of one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars. In the same 
eounty three silver mines have been discovered, (one of which is very 
eYieh;) besides inexhaustable beds of rich iron ore, which, ou trial, is 
found not to loose twenty-five per cent. in smelting. 


Ta the county of Tallapoosa, one gold and one silver mine has been 
discovered; this gold mine (cailed Goldville) employs several hundred 
hands. Gold has been found in the counties of Talladega. Coosa, and 
Chambers. Itis understood by your committee, that this rich mining 
region has never been examined by scientific persons. A mineralogi- 
cal, and geological survey of this mineral region would, doubtless, lead 
to the most valuable discaveries. 

in the county of Blount, nitre is found in great abundance, from 
which the manufacture of gunpowder could be carried on to any de- 
sired extent, Lead ore is found in the bed of the Tennessee river on 


+ 
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the great Muscle Shoals, The ore is excellent and abundant. Your com- 
mittee have merely referred to s-me of the mineralogical discoveries 
which have been made in this State without the aid of a scientific sur- 
vey. ‘The limits of this-repoit will not permit even a summary view 
of the advantages to be expected to agriculture, and indeed to all 
classes from the proposed survey of the State. It will point out other 
valuable branches of industry, viz: mining and manufgeturinug, to which 
many of our eitizens would resort for the just rewards of labor, ir 
preferetre to the tnprofitanle culture of cotton. 

That portion of the State, the North, and North-east, which is not 
_ favorable to the growth of cotton. abounds in mineral wealth and wa- 
ter power, the two great elements of wealth to the northern States, and 
we may add to whole civilized world Onr home staple can no longer 
: be relied on as a souree of wealth On the contrary, it scarcely prom- 
_ ises the planter the means of ‘snbsisténre. The depressed condiuon of, 
‘the panting interest, caused by over production, 1 oints straugly to fhe 
necessity of turning a part of the labor and enterprise of our citizens to 
other branches of industry. To aid in this most desirable object, your 
committee are of opinion that it isthe duty of the Gr neral Assembly, in’ 
view of the depressed condition of agriculture in this State, at the pro- 
per time, to lend a helping hand to the development of its mineral and 
geological resources; but your committee bel eve that whenever in the 
wisdon of the Legislature the proposed survey shall be attempted, a 
sum adeqnate to the nudertaking should be appropriated; and in view ` 
. of the embarrassed condition of the state. your committee are of opin- 
‘jon, that it is inexpedient at this time to make the necessary approy ria- 
tion; yet it is to be hoped that at no distant day the State will bé ina 
condition to undertake this important and desirable work.

The question preseuted is not free from all diffi- 
eully, and ithason former occasions, as is well known, produced great 
. eusbarrassments—-but that construction is the most rational, which pre- 
serves as fear as may be, all the intents of the Constitution, and produces 
the least practical inconvenience, To maintain thet the legal effect of 
every new apportionment law, would be to vacate the seats of al) the 
Senators, is but the same thing as ta diseard entirely the thirteenth 
section of the third. article of the Constitulion, which prescribes the 
classification and rotation of Senators, Nor is it necessary for any use- 
ful or practical purpose, to inSist that a new apportionment of law va~ 
sates auy other than the seats of those Senators, who may be necessa- 
‘sily thrown into thesame district, by a new division. of the State inte 
Sentatarial districts in conformity with the tenth section af the third 
atticle whieh directs that the Senatorial districts shall be Jail off “as 
nearly equal in the number of white inhabitants os may be,” Whenever 
-it is necessary, in order to give effect to this great eguilable prineiple in 
the Constitution (without which it would be an iniquitous bond of anion.) 
to farm a new distriet out of two old ones the datter is merged in the 
former, and as neither Senator from the two old districts eould any longer 
answer to the district from which he had been elected, the seats of both 
Senators would be vacated under the operation of the Constitution itself. 
This construction of the Constitution renders operative the thitteenth see- 
tion of the third article, and at the same time gives due regard and ef- 
feet to the teuth section—by preserving equality of representation in 
the Senate—without which, this branch of the Legislature would cease 
to command the respect or the eonfidence of the people. Injustice, if 
any there be, by this rule of construction is done alone fo Senators whose 
districts are thus necessarily merged into a new district for the great coa- 
stitutional—and we may add repubdlican—principle of equality of repre- 
sentation. And what Senator we would ask, would not prefer jnjustice . 
to himself, to a plain and palpable violation of the great constitutional — 
right of suffrage? which is done by the creation of a new ‘district out of 
two, in one of which the term of the Senator’ has expired, and Jeaving 
the remaining Senator to represent one county of people who never voted 
for him. We may well pause to review the correctness of any rule of 
seonstrection which takes from a part of the peopie a district, the right 
to vote for their representative—or which is the same thibg—gives him 
aright to répresent them, when they bave had no voice in his election! 
To destroy the right of suffrage is-to sap the very foundation of our 
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Goyernment-—bnt to destroy office which can no longer be held but in 
contravention to the riglits of suffrage, and in opposition to equality of.

The undersigned when called to act as part of the committee of conference 
on the part of the Senate, had, in the discharge of that duty to look at- 
tentively at.the amendments proposed by the Senate to the bill of the 
House, especially when their attention "was by the committee of the 
House, particularly directed to the inequalities in 1epresentation of the 
‘districts formed by‘ said amendments.
